MOB STORMS COURT 


"AND LYNCHES NEGRO 





Flings Him from Window to 
Dallas Street, Breaking Neck, 
Then Hangs His Body. 
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NEGRO AT HEAD OF RUSH 
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Four Other Men Secretly Taken from 
Jail and Saved from Crowd That 
Threatens to Use Dynamite.

DALLAS, Texas, March 3.—With an old 
negre at the head of it a mob to-day 
stormed the courtroom in which Allen 
Brooks, another old negro, was being 
tried for an attack on a little white girl 
less than 3 years old, seized Brooks, cast 
him through ‘a_ seeond-story window, 
“pyeaking his*neck, and then dragging the 
}body through the «streets, hanged it ‘to 
the Elks’ Arch high above the heads of 
the crowd in the streets. Hardly a word 
was spoken and not a shot was fired. 

After Brooks was hanged the mob 
stormed the jail, bent on lynching three 
more negroes and one.white man held on 
charges’ of murder or assault. The offi- 
cers had, however, hurried these away in 
automobiles to Fart Worth. 
| The town is quiet to-night, the militia 
having been called out by the Mayor 
and the saloons closed. An attempt by 
the firemen to disperse the mob at the 
jail with streams of water was met by 
savage threats to lynch the firemen. The 
firemen uncoupled their hose and retired 
from the contest. The men who made up 
the.mob wore no masks, and mad? no 
attempts to conceal identities. 
A long series of brutal crimes by ne- 
groes—murders, burglaries, purse snatcnh- 


max in the attack on the little girl by 
the negro Brooks, which occurred one 
week ago. Immediately after Lis arrest 
he was taken out of Dallas for safe keecy- 
ing, and was brought back to-day ty» 
await the calling of his case. - 

Early in the morning a mob gathered 
outside the cougt house and made it evi- 
dent that justice or vengeance had to be 
accomplished with no unnecessary delay. 
After an hour of court preliminaries, 
during which the lawyers appointed to de- 
fend the negro argued technicalities, 
Judge Seay. who was presiding, gave the 
defense an hour to prepare in writing a 
motipn to continue the case. 

The crowd in the courtroom had been 
growing more menacing every minute that 
the lawyers argued. An order was given 
to clear the corridors. Down the broad 
flight of stairs fifty -or more deputy 
sheriffs and policemen drove the angry 
men. Then heavy chains were thrown 
across the stairwaRys and approaches to 
prévent future access”to the courtroom. 
The chains had hardly been strung be- 
fore a shrill whistle rang through the 
building. A hoarse voice shouted: “* Come 
on, boys!” and the ‘‘ boys’’ Game on. | 

They rushed at the chains, and snapped 
them, one.after another. They swept 
Deputy Sheriffs and policemen to one side, 
rushed into the courtroom in the second 
story, and floored such officers as m- 
tempted to grapple with them there. . The 
negro, Brooks, was cowering in a corner, 
A dozen men seizéd him. Meantime the 
crowd outside had flung up a rope with 
& novse ready made. The noose was 


‘through another window, 
work, and all, headlong into the street. 
He gave one shriek ag he fell, hit the 
pavement head first, and landed dead, 
with his neck broken. s 

Thé mob outside grabbed the rope and 
dragged the lifeless. body half a mule 
through Main Street to the corner of 
Akard Street. There they fastened the 
rope to a projecting spike and hook ina 
post that formed a corner of the Elks’ 
Arch, erected durifg the Elks’ convention 
in 1908 A score of hands pulled and 
hoisted the body aloft. There it hung 
for perhaps ten minutes, exposed to the 
view of the 10,000 or more people as- 
sembled in the streets. Then it was cut 
down and placed in a’small express wagon 
which was driven to the City Hall, where 
the body was formally handed over to the 
city officials. The officials ‘some time 
later sent it to the Morgue. 

The body of the negro delivered to the 
authorities, the mob, still more than 3,000 
strong, marched to the Dallas County 
jail, on Houston Street, where a force of 
fifty armed white men had been assem- 
pied for defense. The mob leaders or- 
dered the Jail authorities to hand over 
to them Burrell Oates and Bubber Rob- 
inson, a pair of negro murderers of Dal- 
las; Frank McCue, a notorious . Dallas 
white man, charged with murders and 
robberies, and Hooper Senny, a negro ac- 
cused of attack on a Woman and placed 
in jail here from Hopkins County several 
weeks ago to prevent 4 mob at Como 
from lynching him. 

The jailers and the jail guards declared 
that none of the men were in the place, 
but the mob refused to take their word 
for it. They took steel rails for batter- 
ing rams, partly smashed in the door, and 
set about demolishing the orick underpin- 
ing of the building. The firemen were 
called a and attempted to disperse the 
crowd with water, but the threat to 
Ivneh them caused a quick withdrawal. 

hen dynamite was displayed, and the 
word passed that the jail would be blown 
up if the rrison held out much longer. 

Under this menace the jailers permitted 
@ committee of twenty to search the 
building. The committee searched thor- 
oughly, but the prisoners desired by the 
mob could not be found. The four men 
had been hurried out of the jail, placed 
in automobiles with squads of. armed 

uards, and rushed westward to Fort 

orth or Weatherford while the mob 
was covering the half mile from the 
ecene of the hanging of Brooks to the jail. 
It was only when news came from Fort 
Worth announcing the arrival of the 
fugitives dnd their guards that, about 

:30 P. M., the mob, realizing that it had 
been foiled, sullenly dispersed, 

Meantime the city was in uproar, and 
Mayor Hay ordered the 220 saloons of 
Dallas to be closed. They will not be 
opened until to-morrow, he local com- 
panies of the Texas National Guard were 
also assembled to be ready in case of 
emergency. They were not, however, 
used, Frequent and suggestive references 
came from the mob to “the killing of 
Louis Reichenstein by a National Guards- 
man during Taft's visit.” ;

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CENTRAL NOW PLANS 
K WONDERFUL PLAZA 


More Millions to be Spent in 
Beautifying the New Grand- 
Central Terminal. 








A POSSIBLE SITE FOR OPERA 





And for a New Academy of Design— 
Park Avenue to be Extended and 
Bridge to be Built. 





The New York Central Railroad Com- 
pany has prepared plans calling for the 
expenditure of millions of dollars in addi- 
tion to the vast amount already contract- 
ed for, with a view to making its Forty- 
second Street terminal one of the beauty 
spots of the city. , 

Fifteen blocks, comprising all the 
realty which the company “controls 
between Madison and Lexington Avenues 
aud Forty-second and Fiftieth Streets, 
are included in the improvement pian. 
On this a site has been suggested for a 
new Metropolitan Opera House, the Na- 
tional Academy of Design, and other no- 
table institutions. 

According to the plans prepared by the 
New York Central architects, the pro- 
posed improvement begins at Fiftieth 
Strect and Park Avenue, to which point 
the company controls. For months past 
the werk of depressing the tracks so that 
the Park Avenue crossings wi}! all be at 
grade has been carried on day and night 
by three shifts of laborers and engineers. 
When this undertaking 1s completed the 
tracks will be roofed over, so that they 


will enter below the street grade’ the new 
Grand Central terminal, which is to cust 
about $20,000,000 and occupy three blocks 
between Forty-second and Forty-fifth 
Streets. This structure, which jis to be of 
classic design, will face north and south, 
both facades being highly ornamental. 
On the north it is propored to continue 
Park Avenue at about its present width 
to the north end of the new terminal, 
beautifying it with small parks in the 
centre to divide the two roadways. 

In an open plaza facing the terminal 
buliding the southbound roadway il 
run along the west side of the big struct- 
ure. The northbound roadway will go to 
the east of the building, the two running 
together again in front. of the Forty- 
second Street facade of e terminal. 

kn order to allow for th® sw of the 
curves, the new eras: will not be 
erectéd flush. with the Forty-second 
Street buildir¢: line, but will be set back 
for a considerable distance. Owing to 
the difference in grade between the north 
and south facades of the new terminal, 
the roadway will be about twenty feet 
above the level of Forty-second Street, 
Traffic will be tarried over Forty-second 
Street at this level by a bridge, which 
will be an exact copy of the famous Atlex- 
ander Lil. Bridge over the River Seine in 
Paris. Tis structure, which was erected 
several years ago in honor of Alexander 
Ill. of Russia, is said to be one of the 
most beautiful in the world. 
the rising ground at 
about Forty-firet Street, traffic will. be 
carried south on Park Avenue by this 
structure, and so on down to the lower 
part of the city. : 

It is at the north end of the terminal 
where the most interesting part of the 
development will be if the present plans 
are carried out. 

In view of the fact that the Metropolitan 
Opera House is looking for a new site 
and that its Broadway property has been 
reported sold several times it has been 
Suggested that the block fronting the 
east side of Madison Avenue, between 
Forty-fifth ard  Forty-sixth Streets, 
would make an excellent plot for the new 
structure. Another suggestion is that the 
opposite block fronting on Lexington Ave- 
nue would make a good location for the 
new building of the National Academy of 
Design. Other similar suggestions have 
been made simply for the purpose of 
showing what could be done with such a 
plaza in the very heart of the city. 

One plan, which seems to have more 
foundation than either of the two men- 
tioned, is the erection of the twelve-story 
commercial buildings, each covering a 
square block, to cost $3,500,000, between 
Forty-sixth and Forty-eighth, Streets, 
Lexington and Park Avenues. Plans 
have been prepared for the structure by 
Reed & Stern. 

It is proposed to lease the buildings to 

various corporations with a view to con- 
verting them into a great mercantile ex- 
change with wholesale display and sales 
rooms for all lines of merchandise and 
manufactures. The buildingss which are 
to be started tn the Fall, will be situated 
above the depressed tracks of the rail- 
road. , 
The site 6f the proposed buildings is at 
present unoccupied, save for the railroad 
tracks, which were some time ago de- 
pressed in order that the street might be 
extended over them. Jusf to the south, 
at Forty-fifth Street, is the new Rost 
Office, which has likewise been - built 
above the railroad tracks, 

According to the plans an auditorium 
will occupy the ground floor of one of the 
sections of the new building, which wil! 
be large enough to accommodate 6,000 
persons, Particular attention has‘ been 
paid to the acoustic properties, renderin 
it serviceable for concerts, political an 
other conventions, and mass meetings. 
The upper floors will be divided for the 
convenience of Jarge or small exhibfts. 
There will also be many smaller rooms 
for balls. entertainments, society meet- 
ings, and other uses. The nine upper 
floors willebe devoted to business offices.

Former Assistant District Attorney Kin- 
dleberger has been retained by a number 
of the depositors at the uptown branches 
to examine the methods of the firm with 
a view of starting prosecutions.

Mr. Taft’s letter follows: 


The White House, 
. Washington, Feb. 28, 1910. 

My Dear Mr. Davis: I have your let- 
ter of Feb. 26, in which you refer to crit- 
icisms of me for interfering in Ohio poli- 
tics by suggesting the selection of Wade 
H. Ellis as Chairman of the Republican 
Executive Committee of Ohio. 

I am glad to have the opportunity of 
assuring» you that [ am not in the slight- 
est degree responsible for the selection of 
Wade H. Ellis as Chairman of the Me- 
publican Executive Committee of Ohio. 

The National committeeman, Mr. Vorys, 
and the head of the Central Committee, 
Mr. Brown, and Mr. Willams, who was 
Chairman of the Executive Committee, 
came to Washington, and after what I 
assumed was & canvass of the State, 
notifie. me that’ for the general good of 
the party I should release Wade H. 
Eliis from his position in the Department 
of Justice (where he has been doing ex- 
cellent work) and allow him to leave the 
Government service in order to succeed 
Mr. Williams as head of the Executive 
Committee. 

Most reluctantly did I do this, and I 
did it also with the express understanding 
that £ did not desire to interfere wth 
local politics in Ohio; that I had ao 
choice for Governor: and that, though 
Mr. Ellis might succeed to the chairman- 
ship, he would not while there represent 
me or act upon my suggestions. 

What I am most anxious about is that 
the Republicans of Ohio shall have full 
and free expression with respect to the 
platform that they shall adopt, and also 
as to the candidates to be selected. 

I do not think that there is now in the 
State any influence of an organized char- 
acter that would seek to prevent such a 
full and free expression of the Republi- 
cans. Certainly I shall neither have the 
power nor the inclination myself to exert 
any influence of this kind. Sincerely 
yours, WILLIAM H. TAFT. 

There has been much opposition to the 
manner in which Ellis was made Ohio 
Chairman, but the members of the Cen- 
tral Committee were forced into line by 
the statement that President Taft wanted 
Ellis to have the place as his personal 
representative. Mr. Davis, who is Presi- 
dent of the Ohio League of Republican 
Clubs, wrote to the President calling at- 
tention to the many criticisms of the El- 
lis appointment.

ROCKEFELLER, JR.'S 
LIFE TO BENEVOLENCE

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money for this and that object, specify- 
ing just how it shall be used, it is like- 
ly to happen, as it has happened so many 
times in this country, in Italy, in France, 
England, and elsewhere, that in half a 
century or less one of two things will 
have taken place. The charity or phil- 
anthropy to which the money had been 
given will not need it or not deserve it, 
but it had the money still with either 
nothing to do with it for the benefit 
of humanity or is abusing it and the 
original giver’s purpose. Muchsof the 
time of the British Farliament is taken 
up in undoing just such bequests, but 
in this country there is no remedy. 

“Mr. Rockefeller has endeavored to 
avoid such a situation by giving his 
money, whatever sum it may be, to the 
keeping of a seif-perpetuating corporation 
which shall have power to use it for 
whatever advances the human race. It 
can give to a cause, educational, medical, 
not, as long as the money is 
needed, or good use is made of it. Then 
it can take it away. The bill has been 
drawn so broad that it will be able to 
contribute to causes and institutions 4@0 
or 500 years from now, which perhaps 
have never been conceived of. Conditions 
are continually changing and the needs of 
humanity with them, uppose a man in 
the fourteenth century had left a large 
amount to be used for a specific purpose 
in the twentieth century. It might not, 
and the chances are that it would not, be 
of any use at all because of the change of 
conditions and needs. 


To Avoid Control by a “ Dead Hand.” 


“What Mr. Rockefeller purposes is for 
his money to be used in al! the times to 
come as the then existing conditions may 
require, the determination of those con- 


ditions and needs being committed not to 
a ‘dead hand,’ but to the men living in 
those times.”’ 

Mr. Gates explained that this was a 
subject upon which Mr. Rockefeller had 
been thinking many months, and the out- 
come was that the Foundation would bé 
something absolutely new in philanthropy. 
Here Mr. Gates injected a remark to the 
effect that if the newspapers made the 
general scheme of the Foundation and its 
Inunagement plain, it would set wealthy 
men to thinking on the subject and might 
dv good in 1evolutionizing the character 
of iarge bequests to public enterprises. 

Mr. Gates gave an illustration of the 
flexibility of the Foundation’s powers. 
“ Suppose,’ said he, ‘“‘there is a great 
earthquake somewhere, with tens of thou- 
sands of persons suffering. The Directors 
of the Foundation could vote any sum 
thought necessary for the relief of the af- 
flicted, and continue tts help as long as 
required, withdrawing it when not needed. 
Tnis could not be done with an ordinary 
gift or bequest.”’ 

Mr. Gates said that the Foundation was 
conceived as the means by which Mr. 
Rockefeller was to dispose of his wealth 
not only before but at his death. He said 
that when the framers of the Gallinger 
bill used the expression ‘ advance the 
civilization of the peoples of the United 
States, &c.,"’ they had in mind civilization 
as expressed jin six phases. They were: 
‘*Means of subsistence, progress in Gov- 
ernment, language and literature, phil- 
osophy and science, art and refinement, 
and morals and religion.”’ 

By the terms of the Foundation jincor- 
poration act the corporation would be 
able, and was in fact designed, to advance 
all of these, beginning first in the United 
States, and finally encompassing the hu- 
man race, Mr. Gates said. The benefits 
of the foundation, he said, would be dis- 
tributed by preference in the order named, 
the United States, itg dependencies, and 
finally all the world. As proof of the 
fact that Mr. Rockefeller has for many 
months been thinking of this plan of 
philanthropy, attention was called yes- 
terday to a statement of his made a year 
ago. He then said: 

‘*T have always held the hope that 
during my life [ should be able to estab- 
lish efficiency in giving, so that wealth 
may be of greater use to present and 
future generations.’ 

A friend of his said he was seeking’ in 
the foundation to establish a trust of 

hilanthropy as he had founded an oil 
rust, and that he, hoped eventually to 
lessen duplication and dissipation of ef- 
fort in giving, and the opinion was even 
expressed that the day would come when 
there would be at least a working agree- 
ment among the Rockefeller, Sage, and 
Carnegie Foundations, if not an actual 
combinatian of them. 


WASHINGTON, March 8,—*I am sure 
that the entire world of scholarship will 
await developments in‘ the Rockefeller 
Foundation with the greatest eagerness, 
said President Charles W. Needham of 
George Washington University, in com- 
menting here upon the bill introduced 
yesterday in the Senate to incorporate 
the foundation. 

‘‘T have no intimate knowledge of the 
Rockefeller Foundation,” he continued, 
“but if Mr. Rockefeller intends to do- 
nate more millions to the cause of edu- 
tion his action will be hailed with great 
satisfaction everywhere.”’ 

“Tf Mr. Rockefeller has in mind a fur- 
ther gift to science,” said Dr. Wiley, 
Chief of the Bureau of Chemistry of the 
Department of Agriculture, ‘‘ he will place 
his millions wisely. A benefaction on 
behalf of scientific research will be of 
world-wide importance. It remains to 
be seen just what the Rockefeller Founda- 
tion is. number of inferences can be 
drawn from incorporation in the District 
of Columbia, and it looks as if a new 
educational work of a colossal scale is 
about to be established.’’ 


BRISBANE DID IT. 


That Is He Thinks He Has Helped to 
‘Inspire Rockefeller’s Philanthropy. 


PLAINFIELD, N. J., March 3.—Arthur

YET COURTS HAMPER HIM 





Deputy Marshal Chases His Aviator 
with a Writ'and “Cuckoos of the 
Air” Frustrate His Plans.

In addition to the successful pursuit of 
Louis Paulhan, the French aviator, by @ 
Deputy United States Marshal in the 
lobby of the Hotel Knickerbocker for the 
purpose of serving him with an injunction 
order of Judge Hand of the United Stateg 
Circuit Court yesterday, brought forth an 
interesting series of statements from Ed- 
mond Cleary, who manages Paulhan, and 
says he pays him $6,000 a week for the 
privilege. ‘ 

In the very last statement he made last 
night Mr. Cleary, who describes himself 
as an Irish Kentuckian voluntarily ex- 
patriated for business reasons, put him- 
self in the same class with John D. Rock- 
efeller and declared he had returned to 
the land of his nativity for the sole pur- 
pose of starting an aeronautical founda- 
tion which should educate the American 
people to a true appreciation of the art 
of aviation. Incidentally Mr. Cleary 
warmly declaimed against the Wrights as 
“cuckoos of the atmosphere.” 

The serving of the injunction order, 
which restrains Paulhan from using his 
two Voisin biplanes and two Bleriot 
monoplanes in this country until the 


Wright patent suits have been deter- 
mined or a suitable bond offered, occu- 
pied the attention of the Marshal most 
of the morning. Finally he served Paul- 
han with the paper just as the French- 
man entered the elevator, accompanied 
by his wife. 


Paulhan had nothing to say about the 


incident. Mr. Cleary was not so aincom- 
municative. In the afternoon he prom- 
ised a statement, and in the evening he 
issued it. Then he submitted to an in- 
terview and made a long addition, partly 
in French, to his typewritten statement 

“Il am employed by the largest con- 
structors in the world,’’ said Mr. Cleary 
in reply to a question as to how he came 
to be connected with Paulhan. ‘** My firm 
is building -the Cane-to-Catiro railroad. I 
have been working for three and a half 
years without a vacation, and determined 
that I needed a rest. I took leave for 
a year and a half on full salary and ran 
up from South Africa to Paris. There I 
got interested in aviation, met Paulhan, 
determined on this tour, and here I am. 

‘**In London I met my old, friend, the 
Sultan of Johore, who offered me $50,000 
to bring Paulhan to India*and have him 
exhibit there. I said to Paulhan, ‘ Come, 
now, with me on a tour around the world, 
and I will make you famous.” Paulhan 
consented. I telegraphed to Lord Minto, 
with whom I am _ personally well ac- 
quainted, ‘T am coming out to see you 
with Paulhan and other great French 
aviators.’ He replied that he would do 
everything possible to aid me. 

‘** We finally decided, after all, that we 
would tour the world from west to east 
rather than the other way, and so pro- 
ceeded to Los Angeles, where Paulhan did 
his wonderful flying. I am used to man- 
aging these reat ventures, having 
brought out Salvini, Adelaide Neilson, 
and other celebrities. 

** But am not of the ordinary run of 
showmen. I am the author of the great 

roduction in the London Olympia show- 
ng British South Africa. I have written 
and produced the biggest and best shows 
in the world in a spectacular way. I am 
worthy of the situation I now occupy. I 
must substantiate the great position in 
which I now stand with relation to the 
world, and particularly the United States. 

** But the people in this country do not 
appreciate anything like art. They per- 
mit horrible patent monopolies. If, by a 
trick of patent law, Paulhan is prevented 
from demonstrating his great work in 
this country, why we must bid the United 
States good-by and sail away to France 
where 6,000,000 francs await his capture 
as aviatorial prizes. 

‘But the way we have been treated,” 
[vehemently,] is a participled rotten tres- 
pass upon good faith. There is no cour- 
tesy. justice, truth, honor, or right in this 
country. It is impossible to express my 
disgust with the whole affair. Here I 
have been taking a vacation and I stand 
to lose $100,000 and have my heart broken 
besides with worry and the conetmpt that 
will be thrust upon me for my fallure, if 
I fail. 

‘“‘T came over here to do a great ser- 
vice to the American people. I was 
and am willing to do anything for the 
people of this country. I love them, al- 
though T have lived abroad for thirty 
years because of business reasons, and I 
have returned to occupy a rdle toward 
my countrymen similar to that assumed 
by John D. Rockefeller. I would found a 
real school of aeronautical art which shall 
live forever in this land.’”’ 

The typewritten statement filled four 
long pages, 
fect, One part of {t read: 

‘‘From the time of his arrival tn this 
country Louis Paulhan has been hounded 
in an unwarrantable and unsportsman- 
like manner. It is a matter of great 
chagrin to Louis Paulhan, acknowledged 
to be the first aviator in the world, that 
his first appearance in America should 
result in his being harassed and hounded 
at every turn.’”’ 

Mr.’ Cleary refused to say a word as to 
Paulhan’s or his own intentions regard- 
ing the near future. His last remark was 
ny, the Wrights were ‘ cuckoos of the 
air.’’

100 DEAD IN AVALANCHE. 


Thirty-five Bodies Recovered from 
“Train Wreck in Washington. 


EVERETT, Wash., March 3.—Railroad 
men who have been at the scene of the 
‘Wellington avalanche said to-day that 
the chance of rescuing any 6f the per- 
sons reported missing was small, and 
that all are almost certainly dead. 

Thirty-five bodies have~been recovered. 
Sixty are missing whose names are 
known, besides a number of’ laborers. It 


was, estimated late to-day that probably 
more than 100 persons were killed. ~ 

The report that anotner ‘slide . had 
descended upon the workers is diserediled 
here, The snow is agers and the moun- 
tains are in tumult,. with snow,. rocks, 
trees, and earth rolling and plunging 
down the steep places. ! 

No attempt will be made at present to 
bring the bodies of the dead down the 
mountainside. It is not unlikely that 
traffic will be opened from the eastern 
side first, in which case the dead and the 
wounded will be taken to Spokane. 

The cars of the wrecked train are not 
they are under forty or fifty 
feet of snow and trees. The few men who 
are working in the snow cannot accom- 
plish nfuch, and it would take them 
months to dig out the cars. 


SPOKANE, Wash., March  3.—The 
Orientai timiled train easibound, on thy 
Great Northern Railroad, was siruck vy 
an avalanche of snow and rocks yester- 
day. One person was killed and twelve 
others were injured, none of them seri- 
ously. The entire train narrowly es- | 
caped plunging down a fifty-foot em ane 





ment. 

The accident occurred near 
twenty-two miles ea&t of Spokane. 
train carried 175 passengers. As it 
rounding a curve the engineer, Alonzo 
Carle of Spokane, saw a great mass of 
boulders blocking the way. He_threw 
on the emergency brakes. 

When the train struck the avalanche, 
the five forward cars began to toppie 
over the embankment. Conductor B. 8. 
Robertson ran forward and uncoupled the 
last three cars from the forward five. 

With the aid of the passengers these 
three coaches were pushed back out of 
danger.

Neurasthenia Not a Modern Malady— 
Even Caesar Had it, Says 
Dr. Jelliffe. 





There were so many New York women 
anxious to know what is the matter with 
their nerves that the big hall on the main 
floor of the Academy of Medicine, 17 
West Forty-third Street, was packed for 
the free lecture on the subject yesterday 
afternoon. The banquet room adjoining 
the haH was thrown open, and still there 
were women standing. Four well-known 
New York physicians, Dr. Grace Peck- 
ham Murray, Dr. Evelyn Garrique, Dr. 
Edward D. Fisher, and Dr. Smith Ely 
Jelliffe were the scheduled speakers, and 
gn addition Dr. Simon Baruch, who had 
Gropped in to hear something about 
rerves, was captured, taken to the plat- 
form, and made to talk. Dr. Rosalie 
Slaughter Morton presided. 

Dr. Murray said there was a special 
New Yorkitis,in this city, and the whole 
trouble comes because we have eaten of 
the tree of knowledge and have been 
driven from the Eden of muscular seren- 
ity into the wilderness of nervous excite- 


ament. 


“At one time,’’ she said, ‘it was the 
man with the most muscle who won; now 
it is the man with the most gray matter, 
and nowhere is the brain struggle so 
great as here in New York. Conditions 
wilt be easier for our children, who have 
been brought up in the noise and con- 
fusion of the great city, but it is more 
difficult for us who have known quieter 
times. 

“There are not now many New York- 
ers who can remember the. time. when 
carriages could have been counted upon 
the fingers, but a friend of mine says that 


her father had one of eight carriages in 


the city which he—being a Quaker—called 
a “‘leathern convenience.’ At the time 
of the Hudson-Fulton Celebration some 
of our streets were a solid mass of auto- 
mobiles. 

‘* People ne longer go to church on Sun- 
day, but race over the country in their 
automobiles. Our theatres and operas 
presenY complex dramas and even our 
nousgholds are complex.’’ 

The women laughed when she said there 
was an individual spoon and fork for 
every morsel of food. 

** Our toilet articles are bewilderingly 
numerous.’ she continued. ‘Our wo- 
men, who would at one time have laughed 
at the servile following of fashion, now 


put on everything recommended by the 
shopkeeper, baring their arms and necks 
in the dangerous part of the day, the 
evening, and wearing corsets to their 
knees in which they cannot bend. Even 
culture has become a burden, and there 
is sure to be a reaction upon the over- 
taxed human being. We brace our over- 
wrought nerves with the most dangerous 
stimulants, tea and coffee, and we should 
beware of them. 

“ The only thing to do is to go back to 
the simple life in the country, where we 


¥come in contact with mother earth.’’ 


‘We can’t run away from nervous 
prostration by running away from New 
York,’ said Dr. Baruch. ‘‘ We must 
learn to meet it at home. T have seen a 
woman with one hand in a basin of water 
manipulated by a manicure, @ hairdresser, 
meanwhile attending to her hair while 
her secretary was at the telephone send- 
ing messages for her. That is a good 
way to get nervous prostration. 

-“Tf we didn't have sg@ many dark 
houses we should have less nervous pros- 
tration. I have seen two sets of door 
‘hangings over 2 door, and I don’t know 
what they were good for except to make 
you hit your head against the door. If 
you would have fewer hangings, no car- 
tpets—rugs don’t cost any more—and have 
the homes properly cleaned, regular

‘* Neurasthenia is not a modern disease,”’ 
said Dr. Jelliffe. ‘‘ We have always had 
it and always will as long as we have 
earthly forces to combat. Julius Ceasar 
came home from the wars with as pro- 
rounced a case as any fashionable wo- 
man or business man. It was talked 
about.in the Bible. As long as we were 
mollusks or crabs or worms and only hed 
to wiggle our hind feet and our fore feet 
to get anywhere and adjust our organs 
to each other it was all right, but as soon 
as we began to adjust ourselves to outside 
conditions then it required nervous force.”’ 

Dr. Jelliffe did not believe that school 
work as a rule broke children down or 
trat hard work harmed any one, without 
worry. ’ 

*“* But then comes the quick pick-me-up 
cocktail for the man,’’ he said, “and tea 
for the woman, or bridge perhaps,- and 
what goes with it. Sleeplessness is not 
ae breakdown, but a warning. You can’t 
sleep, can’t work, and then comes alcohol, 
the friend and enemy of the human race 
for ages which hag so much influence on 
the patient’s after condition. We should 
learn to be contented with our own pow- 
ers and know that if we have twenty-four 
horse power force we can’t do forty-six 
horse power work.’’ ) )

PHILADELPHIA, March 3.—The first 
Step toward having the differences be- 
tween the striking street car men and 
the Philadelphia Rapid Transit Company 
settled under the authority of the courts, 
and thus prevent the great sympathetic 
strike, Was taken to-night by the car- 
menu. An attorney representing the Amal- 
gamated Association of Street and Elec- 
tric Railway .Employes wrote to Presi- 
dent Kruger’ of the Philadelphia Rapid 
Transit Company asking that he join iff 
an application to be made to the courts 
under the act of 1893 for the appoint- 
ment of a board of arbitration to decide 
the differences existing between the strik- 
ers and the transit company. A reply is 
requested before noon to-morrow. 

Before the reception of the communica- 
tion President Kruger was shown a 
copy of the law by representatives of the 
United: Business Association, who asked 
him if the officials of the company would 
abide by it. He replied: ‘‘ Certainly, the 
company will submit to law.’’ 

The action of the car men’s attorney 
followed the suggestion of Mayor Rey- 
burn, who in his message to City Councils 
to-day stated that “the courts of law 
are available for the redress of any real 
grievance which may exist between the 
Philadelphia Rapid Transit Company and 
its employes.”’ 

Although Mayor Reyburn made no spe- 
cific reference to the act of 1893, lawyers 
who were consulted had little dpubt that 
that was the measure to which he re- 
ferred. It provides for a Board of Arbi- 
tration of nine persons, three to be chosen 
by each side and three by the court. While 
a penalty is provided for the punishment 
of any one that refuses to testify before 
it, there is no distinct method set forth 
for the enforcement of its decree. In case 
either side refuses to name its three 
arbitrators the court is empowered to ap- 
point six men.

A message from Mayor 
Reyburn reviewed the situation briefly 
and stated his policy of non-interference 
in these words: 

It is not the city’s duty, or yours, or mine 
to interfere between the Philadelphia Rapid 
Transit Company and its employes. The 
courts of law_are available for the redress 
of. any real grievance which either may 
have against the other. No reason exists, 
nor can exist, in proper cases, why they 
arid all other disputants should not submit 
their differences to the courts or adjust 
their disputes between themselves. It is 
of the utmost importance, however, for the 
go00d name of our city and'‘for the safety 
of its citizens that no step should be taken 
by your honorable bodies or by any others 
which would undo or in any way or man- 
ner interfere with that which has already 
been done, or lead any person to think or 
believe that he can by the ald of the ma- 
chinery of the executive or legislative 
branches of the municipal government en- 
force any demand not cognizable*in ‘the 


courts or voluntarily adjustable between the 
parties. 

Any attempt, however honest it may be, 
which tends to draw away from the parties 
themselves, or from the judiciary, the de- 
termination of disputes, which, under the 
Constitution and laws of the Commonwealth 
are intrusted to them, necessarily wealkers 
and impairs our form of government, and in 
the present case would but tend to prolong 
the agitation that will delay the restoration 
of full service by the transit company. This 
the public is entitled to have, and I con- 
fidently believe by the continuvance of pres- 
ent peaceful conditions it will soon be fully 
restored. In bringing about peace and good 
order I ly on the co-operation and aid of 
Councils and the support of all law-abiding 
citizens, 


Councils Side with Mayor. 


That the Councils were in entire ac- 
cord with the views of the Mayor was 
made evident by the absence of any ac- 
tion or discussion relative to the crisis. 
Several petitions from business men’s 
associations and trade organizations bear- 
ing on the strike were heard without 
comment. A resolution from the Central 
Labor Union, signed by John J. Murphy, 
the President, requesting arbitration, was 
introduced in the Common Council by 
James Clough, a member from the Thir- 
tieth Ward, ‘“‘by request,” as he ex- 
plained. It was referred to the Law Com- 
mittee. 

In Select Council Thomas Mac Farland 
presented a resolution instructing Mayor 
Reyburn, William H. Carpenter, and 
George H. Earle, the city’s representa- 
tives on the Philadelphia Rapid Transit 
Board of Directors, to demand that the 
company submit to arbitration, and di- 
recting, in the event of their refusal to 
obey these instructions, that they be 
asked to resign. The resolution was 
tabled. 

In view of the failure of the Councils 
to take action it is now generally regarded 
that a sympathetic strike is inevitable, un- 
less arbitration is brought about through

Federal Commissioners Are Called 
on in Another Attempt to 
Reach Settlement. 





ROAD’S OFFER 1S REJECTED 





Refuses to Grant Increases in Pay Con- 
ductors and Trainmen Ask and Ne- 
gotiations Are Broken Off.

BALTIMORE, Md., March 3.—Although 
A. B. Garretson, President of the Brother- 
hood of Railway Conductors, said this 
afternoon, after the abrupt termination of 
negotiations between the Baltimore. & 
Ohio officials and the trainmen that there 
seemed nothing else for the men to do 
but to quit work, the threatened strike 
may yet be averted. At the request of 
President Willard of the railroad, Martin 
Knapp, Chairman of the Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission, and Charles P. Neill, 
Labor Commissioner, will come to this 
city to-morrow morning to meet the of- 
ficers of the Brotherhood of Railway 
Conductors and the Order of Railway 
Trainmen. The latter have agreed to 
take no action toward calling a strike 
until 11 o’clock Saturday morning, as a 
result of the offers at mediation. 

The bringing in of Mr. Knapp and. Mr. 
Neill as mediators followed the termina- 
tion of a conference between the labor 
leaders and the railroad officials to-day, 
when the latter were informed of the 
vote cast by the conductors and trainmen 
on the counter-proposition submitted by 
the road. The vote was 5,780 against ac-

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DEFENDS GERMAN SHIPS. 


Women Steerage Passengers Not 
Abused There, Reichstag Is Told. 


BERLIN, March, 3.—The treatment of 
women emigrants aboard. the transat- 
lantiec liners came up in the Reichstag to- 
day during the debate on the appropria- 
tion for the use of the Imperial Naviga- 
tion Office. Matthias Erzberger, member 
cf the Centre Party, called attention to 
the report of the Congressional Commit- 
tee in the United States regarding the 
alleged ill-treatment of emigrants corMm- 
mitted on shipboard, 

Herr von Jonquteres, administrative of- 
ficial of the Ministry of the Interior, re- 


plying, said that the peculiar description 
of occurrences in the American commit- 
tee’s report seemed to show a motive of 
condemning the old arrangement of the 
steerage arid praising the now third-class 
accommodations. e considered it un- 
fortunate that the report purposely omit- 
ted mention of the names of the steam- 
ship lines or the steamships criticised. 
This commission has caused indignation 
among shipowners and crews both in Ger- 
many and in other countries. ; 

Such an omission when assertions like 
“beastly’’ were made was most regret- 
table: In German shins the regulations, 
he said, were not only written, but were 
strictly observed. Every ship was exam- 
ined by a Commissioner before it sailed, 
and not a single complaint had been re- 
ceived. 

In conclusion Herr von Jonquieres said 
that the Government in the interest of 
German owners and seamen was glad of 
the opportunity to explain that ‘‘ such re- 
proaches do not affect us.’’ 


FAIRBANKS MEETS KING. 


Ex-Vice President Remains for an Hour 
at Buckingham Palace. 


LONDON, March 3.—Charles W. Fair- 
banks, accompanied by American Ambas- 
sador Reid, visited King Edward at Buck- 
ingham Palace to-day. When his Majesty 
learned that the ‘former Vice President 
of the United States was in London he 
expressed a wish to see him. Mr. Fair- 
banks and Mrs. Fairbanks will attend 
court to-morrow, but as that occasion 
will not furnish an opportunity for an in- 
formal conversation, the King received 
Mr. Fairbanks this morning. 

Mr. Fairbanks remained at Buckingham 
Palace for nearly an hour. The King, 
who appeared to be in splendid health, 
spoke heartily of the good relations exist- 
ing between the United States and Great 
Britain and recalled his visit to America 
when he was the Prince of Wales. He 
made many inquiries about tthe country 
concerning which he has vivid recollec- 
tions, and in which he takes the keenest 
interest. His Majesty also asked about 
the trip which his guest had been taking. 

The Prince of Wales, who met Mr. Fair- 
banks at the tercentenary celebration, has 
invited the former Vice President and 
Mrs. Fairbanks to lunch with the Prin- 
cess and himself at Marlborough House 
on Saturday. 

After the audience with the King Mr. 
Fairbanks and Ambassador Reid visited 
the House of Commons, where they met 
many well-known politicians. 


AUSTRIA GETS MINIMUM DUTY. 


Grants In Return Concessions on Pork 
and Cottonseed Oil, 


WASHINGTON, March  3.—President 
Taft to-day issued a proclamation extend- 
ing .to Austria-Hungary the minimum 
tariff rates of the Payne-Aldrich act. 

This action disposes of one of the most 
complicated situations with which the tar- 
iff experts have had to deal. Austria- 
Hungary for some time has imposed regu- 
lations upon the importation of pork 
meats which have been irksome to Amer- 
ican importers. A prohibitory duty upon 
cottonseed oil also existed. In the -inal 
settlement Austria agreed to waive the 
microscopic inspection of pork meats and 
also take such measures as were possible 
to lower the duty on cottonseed oil. 

The trade between the nations is very 
exiensive. In 1907 Austria imported from 
the United States $48,492,000 and exported 
to the United States products aggregating 
$15,642,000. During that year Austria 
bought in the United States cotton alone 
valued at more than $28,000,000. During 
the last ten years, imports into the United 
States from Austria. increased 228 per 
cent. and exports to Austria increased 184 
per cent. 


ROW OVER LEOPOLD’S MONEY. 
Socialist in Belgian Chamber Says 
Late King Deceived His Ministers. 


BRUSSELS, March 3.—Interpellations 
in the Chamber of Deputies to-day re- 
specting the late King Leopold's legacies 
resulted in a stormy session. M. Vander- 
velde, the Socialist leader, charged that 
King Leopold had deceived his Ministers, 
and had bequeathed his immense fortune 
through the creation of illegal companies 
composed of ‘‘straw men.’” The greater 
part of the fortune, he said, was profit 


from the late King’s malodorous adminis- 
tration of the Congo and funds of the 
crown domain, whose assets should revert 
to Belgium with annexation. 

M. Janson, Liberal, asserted that many 
millions had disappeared from the Congo 
treasury. He wanted to know what 
money had maintained the extravagances 
of the Vaughan establishments at Balin- 
court. 

When the Minister of the Colonies, M. 
Renkin, admitted that he had been de- 
ceived in certain respects on the Congo 
funds there were many Socialist cries of 
‘“ Resign.’”’ The discussion went over.

Travesty of Cook-Peary Controversy 
Feature of Celebration. 


PARIS, March 3.—The celebration of

In killed, wounded, and 
captured the insurgent General lost 800 
men, barely escaping himself with 100 
or 200 men, and fleeing to San Vicente, 
where Gen. Mena was entrenched. God- 
frey Fowler, the American, who was in 
charge of the insurgent artillery under 
Chamorro, was wounded in the leg and 
left at a plantation near Tisma. Gen. 
Chamorro, who is said to have reached 
San Vicente Sunday and to have wired his 
report yesterday, estimates the enemy’s 
loss at 1,000 men and explains his defeat 
by saying his cartridges gave out. 

lhe experience of the Jast two months 
has demonstrated that the revolutionary 
sentiment admitted to have existed in the 
interior did not survive the retirement 
from the Presidency of Zelaya, and Gen.

A SOUTH POLE HUNT 


Urges the Chamber of Commerce 
to Lend Its Support to — 
Antarctic Expeditions.

WANTS OLD GLORY THERE 





Tells Financlers It Was Experience 
and Not Luck That Carried Him 
to the North Pole. - 





- 
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Commander Robert BE. Peary was the 
guest of honor at the meeting of the 
Chamber of Commerce yesterday, and 
after the meeting adjourned was enter- 
taine dinformally at luncheon in the li- 
brary upstairs. He was made an hon- 
orary member of the chamber at last 
month’s meeting, and attended the meet- 
ing yesterday to express his apprecia-| 
tion of the honor. ) 
After the election of new members ont 
the adoption of a resolution to have 
the question of the re-establishment of 
a Court of Arbitration in the chamber 
properly presented for action Command- 
er Peary was presented by President J. 
Edward Simmons. He responded in a 
brief speech of thanks for the honor 
done him. He said he and his friends 
regarded it as the highest civic honor 
that could come to him. 
‘“‘It seems, gentlemen,”’ he said, ‘‘ like 
a far cry from the New York Chamber 
of Commerce to the north pole. To 
many the association would seem a most 
distinct antithesis. The New York Cham-| 
ber of Commerce is particularly asso- 
ciated with this work In the fact that 
the first President of the Peary Arctic 
Club, which has brought the attainment 
of the pole to a successful issue and 
has added it as an everlasting trophy 
for the United. States, the man who 
founded it and was the first President 
of the club, was your President for years, 
Morris K Jesup, and in this organiza- 
tion to-day are Gen .Thomas Hubbard, 
the present President of that club; Mr. 
Raven, Henrl Parrish, the old guard who 
stood shoulder to shoulder with Mr. 
Jesup, and later, when he left us, they, 
together with others of your members, 
Mr. Cannon, Mr. Bridgman, 
Colgate, took up the fight and 
to its ultimate finish.’’ 
Commander Peary took a few moments 
to outline the centuries of effort in the 
polar regions, and said of his own work: 
*‘ As you know, the object was attained, 
and it was attained not: because I or the 
members of my party were any better 
than hundreds of other men who had gone 
north with the same object in view, and 
had come back unsuccessful or had left 
their bones up there. It was because, ow- 
ing to the:faith and the loyalty of our 
friends here at home, many of them mem- 
bers of your organization, faith which 
furnished continually the sinews of war 
that enabled us to keep at it, that at last 
we were enabled to concentrate on that 
work the inestimable experience of years, 
the ability to profit in each successive 
expedition from the failures of previous 
ones, and it is absolute truth to say that 
the fundamental keynote of success in our 
last expedition of the Peary Arctic Club 
Was experience, not luck, not courage, 
not endurance. Could those have won 
the pole would have been won long ago.” 
In his Ae grey words the explorer 
suggested that the Chamber might consid- 
er it appropriate to lend its support to 
the efforts underway to find the south 
pole. He said: 
‘*Now that the north pole has been 
won and the Stars and Stripes placed 
there, it might seem an appropriate thing 
for this organization, identified as it 
was with that feat already accomplished, 
to show interest also apd be identified 
with the efforts to reach the south pole, 
and in the interest of National morale 
and prestige place the Stars and Stripes 
at the southern end of the axis as well 
as the north.” 
After Commander Peary had concluded, 
Chairman Simmons announced that James 
Talcott, Henry Hentz, Charles M. Bern- 
heimer, Frank H., Partridge, and Frank 
A. Phelps had been appointed by the Ex- 
ecutive Committee as a committee to 
take up the matter of arbitration. Mr. 
Talcott regretfully declined the appoint- 
ment, and his place will be filled later. 
A resolution of the Committee on In- 
ternal Trade and Improvements opposing 
the proposed amendment to. the Inter- 
State Commerce act and supporting the 
substitute amendment. offered b the 
leading water line interests. The Cham- 
ber also adopted a resolution beg ee by 
Edgar F. Luckenbach indorsing Senator 
Frye’s bill restricting the transportation 
of material from the United States for 
use on the Panama Canal to United 
States vessels unless rates should be 
deemed by the President unreasonable. 
Twelve ‘resident and one non-resident 
member were elected.

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| REINDICT F AUGUSTUS HEINZE | 1] 





Old Charges of Misapplication of Mer- 
cantile Bank Funds Renewed. 


Fritz Augustus Heinze was reindicted 
yesterday by the United States Grand 
Jury on fourteen counts charging the mis- 
application of the funds of the Mercantile 
National Bank while he was President of 
that institution in 1907. Heinze will be 
arraigned before Judge Hand this morne 
ing, and his present bail of $50,000 will 
undoubtedly be continued. It is likely 
that his trial will be moved at an early 
Aiate, for the present indictment has been 
drawn by the Government with a view to 
meeting the objections on which the courts 
threw out several] indictments that have 
preceded it, 

The reindictment of yesterday follows 
the decision of Judge Hough in the Uni- 
ted States Circuit Court that an indict- 
ment found against Heinze last Fall was 
invalid because an .accountant named 
John P. Fernsler, under special designa- 
tion. by the Attorney General, appeared 
before the Grand Jury to help it in con- 
sidering the evidence drawn from the 
books of. the Mercantile National Bank, It 
wags obtained without Mr. Fernsler’s pres- 
pence in the jury room, and, therefore, is 
free from that particular defect. Its al- 


legations do not differ materially from 
those of the indictment last dismissed. 

. Heinze has been one of the most 
indicted men in New York for the last 
two years. The first indictment, in thirt 
counts, was found against him on Jan. 
1908; a second indictment was returned in 
sixteen counts on May 11 of last year, and 
of these sixteen counts Judge Hough sub- 
sequently threw out fifteen on the ground 
that they did not sufficiently set forth an 
offense. 'Thereafter the remaining count 
was consolidated with the first indict- 
ment and trial upon that was set for 
March 7, but now that Heinze has been 
reindicted it-Is probable that the trial of 
the earlier .consolfiated indictment 
be abandoned. The new indictment A 
leges the misapplication, all told, of $991,- 
000. 


VERDICT AGAINST THE BROKER 


Plaintiff Accuses Chandler of Giving 
Bad Advice and Recovers $17,515. 


Mrs. Emma D. Andrews, the wife of Dr. 
Thomas Hollingsworth Andrews, a 
Philadelphia physician, obtained a ver- 
dict of $17,515 against Alfred W. Chandler, 
a stock broker of this city, after the trial 
of an unusual action before Judge Hazel 
and a jury in the United States Circuit 
Court. Mrs. Andrews sued to recover 
$80,000 which she alleged represented part 
of a fortune of $100,000 she had lost by 
investing, on Chandler*s advice, the 
stocks of various traction companies in 
and about New York. 

The plaintiff accused Chandler of mak- 
ing false statements to her as to earning 
capacity and the payment of dividends by 
the traction companies in which he put 
her money, knowing all the time that the 
companies were bankrupt or on the verge 
of bankruptcy. The jury found that 
such a responsibility rested upon the 
broker in the case of one compeny, the 
Westchester Electric, into which Mrs. 
Andrews put $17,515, and accordingly re- 
turned a verdict for that amount, 

When che verdict was returned Robert 
Coleman, who was juror No. 6, asked 
Judge Hazel if he might be allowed to 
make .a statement to the court criticisin 
a fellow juror’s conduct. Judge Haze 
refused to allow this to be done, It is 
understood that Coleman discovered that 
a fellow juror was a stock broker, and 
that thea broker had neglected to state 
the fact upon his examination before the 
trial.

FOR FEAR OF oF JUDGE 


Jury’s Explanation of Not Guilty 
Verdict in Case of Jennie 
Bernstein's Slayer. 





EVIDENCE NOT CONCLUSIVE 


Jurors Say, Though, They’d Have Fa- 
vored a Light Penalty, but Knew Jus- 
tice Goff Would Impose the Limit. 


The verdict of the jury in acquitting 
George Jones, a chauffeur, who ran down 
and killed Jennie Bernstein, a young girl, 
at Park Avenue and 115th Street, was 
criticised by many lawyers yesterday. 
The absence of ahy witness who actually 
saw the killing and @ reluctance to have 
the chauffeur serve a sentence of fifteen 
years, which the jurymen sald they felt 
sure Justice Goff would have imposed 


had they returned a verdict of guilty of 


manslaughter in the second degree, in- 
fluenced the jurors. One of the jurymen 
said yesterday that they would have been 
giad to see Jones serve two years in jail, 
but that he considered fifteen years too 
long a term. 

The fate of Jones hung in the balance 
for several minutes after the jury had 
retired from the courtroom to deliberate. 
Six of them voted guilty at first, but 
when the other six wanted to know what 
actual evidence there was to prove that 
the chauffeur had been gullty of criminal 
negligence in driving his. auto on the 
night of Nov. 4, when the Bernstein child 
was killed, the jurymen who had voted 
“ guilty ’’ admitted there was none. | 

Assistant District Attorney Frank Moss, 
who conducted the case for the proseou- 
tion against Jones, was inclined to think 
that the acquittal of the chauffeur was a 
mistake. He said yesterday he feared it 
would increase the recklessness of chauf- 
feurs. Justice Goff refused to give the 
customary “thanks” to the jury which 
acquitted Jones when it was discharged. 

Mr. Moss said yesterday that the ao- 
quittal was to be deplored, because sev- 
eral similar cases were soon to come up 
in the Criminal Branch of the Supreme 
Court. He admitted, though, that the 
only witnesses against Jones were two 
women who were inside the taxicab which 
hit the Bernstein child ,and who have 
since quarreled with Jones. They were 
former friends of his. The women did 
not make a favorable impression on the 
jury, said Mr. Moss. They did not testify 
that they had seen the chauffeur run 
down the child. And in his own defense 
the chauffeur told the jury that he did all 
fn his power to avoid the child and had 


not known until afterward that he had 
killed her. The taxicab which Jones was 
driving was runnin

WASHINGTON, March 3.—By practical- 
ly a Unanimous vote the Senate Commit- 
tee on Commerce to-day ordered a favor- 
able report on the Gallinger bill to author- 
ize the Postmaster General to give in- 
creased pay to mail lines established be- 
tween the United States and ports in 


South America, the Phillipines, Japan, 
China, and Australasia.

The. news “ given out” at Washing- 
ton regarding the corporation income 
tax returns is as optimistic as might 
be expected.

Sompulsory arbitration, which com- 
pels employers to pay higher wages 
than thev think they can afford, and 
enforces that award by the power of 
government, results in confiscation of 
property. Compulsory arbitration, 
which awards a lower wage, and im- 
poses conditions upon workmen 
repugnant to them, and enforces it 
by the power of government, estab- 
lishes involuntary servitude, slavery. 


These remarks were made concerning 
the enactment in New Zealand of laws 
sending strikers to jail, this being the 
natural result of previous laws of a 
Socialist and paternal character so bold 
as to attract the attention of the .world. 
In that millennium of workingmen the 
President of the Northern Miners’ Fed- 
eration a few weeks ago was sent to 
jail for a year far excesses during a 
strike, and a big batch of subordinates 
accompanied him for shorter, terms. 
Yet there was only approval. In the 
neighboring State of Victoria, where 
labor also had its way without re- 
straint—not even self-restraint—a law 
was passed forbidding speeches in pub- 
lic in favor of strikes. 

This news has not sunk very deep 
into the minds of American labor lead- 
ers. In Philadelphia arbitration is be- 
ing demanded as a right, as though the 
withholding of it were a grievange, and 
as though the acceptance ‘of it imposed 
no duties. Even the third parties to 
the strike—the submerged millfon who 
are being whipped over the shoulders 
of tite embattled few thousands of capt- 
talists and laborers—are demanding ar- 
bitration in the sense of a surrender 
by the side which seems to be obstruct- 
ing a settlement. There was a settle- 
ment of that sort not long ago, and it 
is the root of the present difficulty. 
The impatience which demands an end 
of annoyance forthwith is understand- 
able, but it should not be indulged by 
the sacrifice of rights, and the plant- 
ing of seeds of trouble. The sanction 
of public opinion is a last resort, and 
too precious to be wasted. If exercised 
without regard to the merits it is tyr- 
anny, and. worse tyranny than under 
the forms of law, which has its limits 
and rules. It behooves both parties 
to be attentive to this manifestation 
of public opinion, and to qualify for 
inviting its help. 

It would be becoming these employ- 
ers to recognize that they are put on 
the defensive by the protests of their 
employes, and that, in their capacity of 
a public utility in partnership with the 
city, they are not entitled to assume 
any high-handed attitude. They are not 
above explanation and justification of 
their position, whatever it is, and should 
lose no time in declaration of their 
readiness to be just and considerate. 
On the other hand it is their duty to 
uphold such of their rights as are 
the rights of all. They have no right 
to prejudice the right of any man to 
accept. their employment in peace.

To the common plea, for instance, that 
a poor man cannot afford to hire in Lon- 
don or Paris or Berlin the sort of house 
befitting the dignity of an American Am-~ 
bassador it can be answered that while 
a fine palace owned by the Government 
would appreciably decrease the expendi- 
tures which a very rich man would nat- 
urally inéur, its maintenance would be 
a burden which one without private fort- 
une could not undertake, it being much 
greater than the amount for which he 
could hire a more modest home. 

The palatial embassy, as a matter of 
fact, is a survival of other days, when 
Minfsters, owing to the slowness of com- 
municatfon, exercised a larger discretion 
than they do now, were under a heavier 
responsibility, and had an excuse and 
even a necessity for living in considerable 
state. At present they do little Amore 
than transmit, with more or Yess tact 
and judgment, to the proper authorities 
of the countries to which they are ap- 
pointed the substance of telegrams re- 
ceived overnight. They get constant in- 
struction from a Government as welli 
informed as themselves in regard to 
changing conditions. : 

In short, if not less important than 
formerly, their importance is .much 
changed, and if they are to impress any- 
body it certainly will not be done by 
occupying big houses and keeping many 
servants. Of course, in ail capitals the 
social side of diplomatic life is still taken 
rather seriously, and everywhere it is 
considered desirable—by the local ‘trades- 
men—that the Ambassador should spend 
a lot of money, but it is to be gravely 
doubted that the prestige thus acquired 
is of any particular weight in the set- 
tlement of international controversies. 
Though told it often enough, the people 
of this country remain obstinately skep- 
tical as to the need for lavish display on 
the part of their representatives abroad, 
and while they continue to send across 
the water, or to have sent for them, a 
good many rich men, they do not recall 
that larger diplomatic triumphs have been 
won by these men than by those who had 
to live on their salaries. 

Accustomed as we are 
to widespread disaster 
every Spring when the 
‘snow melts, we do not 
become wonted to the 
details of the ravages caused, and every 
year there is the same mingling of hor- 
ror and surprise as the ever-varying sto- 
ries come in. This year the keenest thrill 
is produced by the ov erwhelming of trains 
by avalanches out in tMe State of Wash- 
ington. That is something new, at least 
on anything like the present scale, and it 
reveals a danger incidental to railway 
travel that has hitherto recelVed little or 
no attention from the public. 

That deep snow, when it lies on sharp 
acclivities, is HMkely to come down with 
a rush, has, of course, always been known, 
and “the awful avalanche ’”’ has been the 
theme of many a poem and romance as 
well as of more matter-of-fact narratives, 
but trains go by the danger points so rap- 
idly that they are expected to escape any- 
thing except delay from the slides of 
earth or snow descending on the tracks 
in front of them, and their actual de- 
struction seems almost like a miracle of 
ill-luck. Evidently a full realization of 
the peril was lacking on the part of the 
railway officials and employes. Whether 
this amounted to carelessness or was 
merely a natural and pardonable error 
of judgment cannot be decided from this 
distance, but it is strange that safe stop- 
ping places for the trains could not have 
been selected, for even in. the most moun- 
tainous regions the paths for avalanches 
are few. 

That the trains did not remain in the 
tunnels when they found that they could 
not proceed is not very well explained by 
the statement that suffocation was feared 
from the sealing of the entrances by 
snow. Both ends of the tunnels would 
hardly be closed, and, if ‘they were, un- 
injured passengers and train crews could 
goon have dug a way out. The case of 
the destroyed mining towns was a little 
different, since they were immovable and 
had to be about where they were. But 
thelr inhabitants, too, ignored timely and 
sufficient warning.

pension type. People always have. and 
always will live in the lowlands, in spite 
of the inevitable inundations, the con- 
veniences of the position more than mak- 
ing up for its dangers. 


Nicaragua’s  revolu- 
tion seems to have 
ended, or to be about 
to end, in the complete 
destruction of Gen. 
Estrada’s army as an organized force 
and the separation of its few survivors 
into small groups waging a guerrilla war- 
fare and not easily distinguishable from 
bandits. Foreign sympathy, so far as there 
was any, has probably gone to Gen. Es- 
trada rather than to President Madriz, for 
the former, at least In the beginning of 
his campaign, antagonized a corrupt and 
murderous despot, and a successor chosen 
by Zelaya himself could not make very 
convincing promises of reform? 

Confronted by great difficulties, how- 
evér, Président Madriz has shown himself 
enerzetic and efficient to the extent of 
subduing a leader of experience and skill 
in the sort of warfare carried on in Cen- 
tral America, end he can now be con- 
sidered firmly in office. In other words, 
he has been elected President after the 
Central American plan. The election has 
cost the lives of several thousand poor 
fellows to whom it made ne the slightest 
difference which side won, since under 
either they were sure to be ruthlessly ex- 
ploited. 

The impression that these are comic 
opera wars is quite false and should be 
abandoned. Ragged and undisciplined as 
the soldiers are, and numerous as are 
their, Generals, they fight to kill, and in 
their battles the fatality lists are often of 
greater comparative length than: in the 
more orderly and regular conflicts of 
combatants calfing themselves more 
civilized. And the killed remain dead just 
as long.

Thinks Political Positions Should Be 
Made Less Attractive. 


To *e Editor of The New York Timeés: 

Cc. Dp. tL. writes a very truthful letter pro- 
testing against the pensioning of office holders. 
Is this not class legislation? Office holders 
have a jife position, something impossible in 
private employment. Their hours are so short 
that they work about six months in the year, by 
comparison with hours in private concerns. 
The pay for the average clerical position is 
from $2,000 to $5,000 Mayor Gaynor should 
compel all heads of departments to go over the 
pay roll of all departments and reduce every 
clerk so that no more than $1,500 would be 
paid. Professional men and a few others 
deserve more, but the clerical force is over- 
paid and little worked. 

A bill to reduce the puvlice to $1,200 would 
take many good men from the poorly paid labor 
market and increase the force one-sixth. This 
is what we need, more policemen and at less 
salaries. A bill to increase the pay of patrol- 
men to $1,800 has been introduced. The police 
force seems to terrorize politicians, and I! 
predict that if this bill comes to a vote, the 
TamMany members will have to vote for the 
increase, although privately they will say 
they are paid too much now. 

Mayor Gaynor by reducing the salaries and 
increasing the working hours, and compelling 
policemen to do actual work, will make his 
administration strong with the voters. The 
office holders, generally speaking, control their 
own vote and are strong when they resort to 
illegal voting, which has been effectually 
stopped in New York. 

If political positions were made unattractive, 
and hours of work, and salaries were made the 
same as in private employment, disreputable 
methods that now diserace American elections 
would not be the result.

Examples of His Work. 


Louis Mark, whose work is now on ex- 
hibition at the National Arts Club, Was 
born forty years ago in Rettig, Hungary. 
A.ver he received his degree at the Uni- 
versity\of Budapest he served his mili- 
tary term. His art studies were conduct- 


Munich, and later under Bougereau and 
Fleury at the Academy Julien in Paris. 
After his return to Budapest he became 
a disciple of the school of Benczur. His 
painting still shows traces of Herterich— 
nothing, assuredly, of Bougereau and 
Fleury. 
. Exhibitions of his work have been held 
‘in Paris, Vienna, Berlin, Munich, Cologne, 
and Dresden, and the dexterity of his art 
has succeeded in impressing itself upon 
the attention of foreign critics. The pict- 
ures shown at the Arts Club have strik- 
ing qualities—striking defects and strik- 
ing merits. They are full of big forms) 
and lusty colors, of hot backgrounds and 
bold, often disagreeable, contrasts. The 
painter has certain mannerisms. He likes, 
apparently, to distort a handsome face 
with an ugly grin, and he paints satin 
gowns continually slipping down from 
the shoulder. When he indulges in sym- 
ism it is of the obvious kind, and, 
fortunately, there is not much of it. His 
big picture, ‘‘ The Barricade,’’ ineffective 
as a composition, shows a young man 
looking toward happy fields, but impeded 
in his effort to reach them by various 
temptations in human form—a modern 
St. gprs wb or possibly an unfortunate 
artist striving for achievement and held} 
back by the cruel hands of réclame and 
premature popularity. 

In the best examples of Mr. Mark’s 
work there is florid beauty and vitality, 
Hungarian fervor, and not a little intel- 
lectuality. The ortrait of a woman 
with flowers is a brilliant piece of work. 
The whites in the gown and in the flesh 
tones are as luminous as may be, and 
the strong notes of color in the scarf 
and bouquet are well ge and make 
a vigorous harmony. Even the reddish- 
brown background in this picture is pow- 
erless to rob the color arrangement of 
distinction, but in a number of other 
pictures the prominence of this hateful 
color brings disaster to schemes other- 
wise well conceived. Several of the mo- 
tives, trite to the art s@udent, are of a 
kind that call for a technical triumph of 
the highest ofder to excuse their use in 
art. and we do not fee] the triumph. 

hungarian art as it has come forward 
these later years has been conspicuous 
for an element of energy which in art is 
tne best of servants and the worst of 
masters. Mr. Mark has an ample allow- 
ance of this quality, and shows signs that 
he is getting it under control, but we are 
much mistaken if he has arrived at his 
apogee of achievement. We look for a 
more considered craftsmanship to eure 
a talent not yet sufficiently disciplined 
to run without the bridle. In the mean- 
time, it is interesting for Americans to 
see within their own gates the kind of 
works that figure in European exhibitions 
and to trace the movement of a wave 
of rather stormy protest against old ideals 
that is sweeping over the European 
studios. 


MENACE OF POLLUTION. 


Suggests a Field for Investigation by 
Mr. Rockefeller’s Charity. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The announcement that Mr. Rockefeller is to 
establish a fund for the benefit of his fellow- 
mean in a way ‘‘to relieve suffering and aid 
progress’’ impels me to speak up for “* pol- 
lution.’’ 

The Hon. Joseph G. Cannon told me two 
years ago, when I went to the Speaker’s room 
in the House of Representatives to interest 
him in the dangers of polluted streams, that it 
was one of the most important questions before 
the American people, but, he continued, ‘' be- 
fore you can do anything in the way of legis- 
lation over there [pointing to the House] to 
prevent it you must have an epidemic that 
will kill off 40,000 people; then will be your 
time.*’ I take it that it is Mr. Rockefeller’s de- 
sire to prevent this very sort of apparently 
necessary calamity, to insure proper legislation 
and funds by providing means to investigate 
and relieve a menace to health and, conse- 
quently, prosperity. 

The establishment of a committee or bureau 
properly -endowed for the thorough investiga- 
tion of Sewage and provide various modes of 
treatment and utilization would be of untold 
benefit. Tuberculosis and typhoid germs are 
always found in streams that are tsed as 
sewers, and the grave danger to life is seif- 
evident. 

Manufacturing wastes, while perhaps not so 
deadly, destroy the beauty and usefulness of 
our streams and waterways. To discover by 
investigation and experimentation the by-prod- 
ucts in these wastes and their uses would ac- 
complish a two-fold purpose—keep our streams 
pure and provide a profitable industry. This 
THB TIMES set forth in an editorial article 
some days ago. 

Two States, New York and Massachusetts, 
have sufficient laws to close up mills which 
defile the waters of the States, but the Gov- 
ernors hesitate to impair by an Executive or- 
der the capital invested in manufactories or 
to embarrass the inhabitants in the locality 
who derive their livelihood from these mills, 

The committee or bureau should have at its 
head a man who is not a professional or techni- 
cal citizen, and not a politician, but one of 
business, turn of mind and with ability to se- 
lect his engineers, chemists, and others of his 
staff, and one who would serve without salary.

To the Editor of The New York Times: . 

The New ‘York Anti-Vivisection Society has 
widely circulated a pamphlet entitled "* Human 
Vivisection.’’ It charges the medical profession 
with ‘‘ subjecting human beings—men, wornen, 
and children, a great proportion of whom are 
patients in hospitals or asylums—to experiments 
involving pain, mutilation; disease, or death 
for no ebject connected with their individual 
benefit, but entirely for scientific purposes.’’ 
This pamphlet evidently aims to arouse public 
sentiment against the foundation stone of mod- 
ern medicine, the gérm theory of disease; But 
-it is much more likely to create a groundless 
distrust of physicians and of the public hospi- 
tals upon which the poor are dependent when 
overtaken by disease. To attempt to rob the 
sick poor of their trust in the humanity of 
their doctors and in the advantages of our 
modern hospitals is not only shameful but even 
anarchistic, and this vicious effort of the New 
York Anti-Vivisection Society cannot/be too 
severely condemned. 

The pamphlet is largely composed of matter 
first published by the American Humane Asso- 
ciation in 1900. It was immediately subjected 
to searching scrutiny by an eminent. surgeon, 
Dr. .W. W. Keen of Philadelphia, who showed 
that it contained ‘‘ many gross errors”? and 
‘extraordinary and repeated interpolations, 
mistranslations, and worse.’’ Anyone inter- 
ested in the details of this proof may find them 
at the New York Academy of Medicine, 17 West 
Forty-third Street, any morning before .12 
o'clock, by consulting the Journal of the 
American Medical Association, 1901, volume 
36, page 500. It is hardly conceivable that 
the persons who prepared the present pamphlet . 
were not aware of Dr. Keen's well-known crit- 
icisms, and we must therefore believe that this 
society has again been found guilty of the fla- 
grant offense of publishing as true what it 
must have known to be false. 

The pamphlet opens with a lst of disgusting 
questions implying that pHysiclans are guilty 
of inoculating defenseless human beings with 
consumption, scarlet fever, venereal diseases, 
and cancer; and the so-called quotations. on 
which these statements are based further im- 
ply that many of the victims died of the dis- 
eases thus produced. I cannot so encroach upon 
your valuable space as to give a detailed reply 
to all the quotations, some of which are based 
on newspaper accounts and othérs on stortes 
taken from such anti-vivisection magazines as 
The Zoophilist and The Abolitionist; but a 
typical example of the many false implications 
is contained in the report of the study by Dr. 
Wentworth of the Infants’ Hospital, Bosten, 
who is stated to have made “ forty-five vivi- 
sections, tapping the spinal cords of children, 
many of whom died.”’ 

This quotation falsely implies that Dr. Went- 
worth’s operation caused the death of the chil- 
dren; but the facts are suppressed thai the 
children were suffering from spinal meningitis 
of tuberculous nature, which is invariably fa- 
tal, or from other fatal diseases, and that In 
no instance did the operation have any ill ef- 
fects whatever. Nor is the reader informéd 
that. tapping the spinal° eanal is an effective 
therapeutic measure constantly employed for 
the relief of the distressing symptoms of men- 
ingitis. 

Inoculations with tuberculin, a product of 
the growth of the tubercle bacillus obtained 
by filtration through porcelain and now every- 
where employed for the early recognition as 
well as the treatment of tuberculosis, are ig- 
norantly paraded as inoculations with the 
germs of consumption. 

In a reference to the auto-inoculation o& can- 
cer the New York Anti-Vivisection Society’ fur- 
nishes a@ complete demonstration that the gub- 
jects it attempts to deal with are far beyond 
the reach of its knowledge, while showing how 
easy it for uninfermed persons to make 
foolish remarks concerning serious efforts: to 
find a cure for cancer. Inoculation of cancer 
from one human being to another. was first at- 
tempted by Alibert on himself and his assists 
ants without result, The experimental study 
of cancer in lower animals has already fur- 
nished definite indications that some form af 
reinoculation of cancer in the body 
cer victim may 
disease.

Animals have already been cured of 
this method, and there are reports 
from responsible workers that. the method has 
just been successfully applied to human beings. 
The fresh product of a cerfaih cancerous growth 
has recentiy been inoculated in inoperable 
cases Of human cancer with what appears to 
be remarkable benefit; and the results are 
being followed with, great caution, es is the 
rule in scientific observations, before a conclu- 
sion is arrived at, 

he pamphlet, further, condemns the early 
efforts to find a vaccine treatment of scarlet 
fever, but its autho oF is doubtless not aware 
that Gabritschewsky,'in Moscow, has secured 
by this method much the same success as Jen- 
ner obtained with smallpox. Finally, for an 
answer to the offensive references involving 
venereal diseases, we must refer the reader to 
Dr. Keen’s article, where they are fully dis- 
posed of. 

In thus attempting to revivify a dead body 
of misinformation, long since buried with the 
old reputation of the American Humane Asso- 
ciation, the New York Anti-Vivisection Society 
invites the same ignominious fate, It may oc- 
cupy itself? in denouncing vaccine therapy 
which is daily bringing beneficent results in a 
dozen diseases in every civilized country; it 
may wrongly charge crimes against our scien- 
tific pharmacologists and the discoverers of the 
wonderful effects of thyroid and other ergan 
extracts; it may misstate the approved method 
pursued in the great field of experimental 


therapeutics in man and call it ‘‘ human viyi- 
section,’’ just as it misinterprets and misstates 
the aims and methods of animal experimenta- 
tion; it may do allthis to blacken the name of 
one of the most humanitarian of the profes- 
sions, but by so doing it cannot long escape 
the stern condemnation of all intelligent per- 
sons.

is in dull natural walnut, covered with 
dull-toned tapestry.

ITALIAN SPIRIT TO RULE? 





Changes to be Due in Part to Passing 
of Dippel—New Theatre and Road 
Tour Performances a Loss. 





Affairs in the history of the Metropoli- 
tan Opera House have now reached a 
crisis through a spirited division in the 
Board of Directors. There is every rea- 
son to believe that, with the coming sea- 
son, the house is to be “ Italianized.’”’ It 
is known that the Italian spirit will dom- 
inate the theatre and the performances 
to be given there. That it will have some 
effect upon the répertoire is not to be 
aoubted. 

These changes will be due not altogether 
to the passing of Andreas Dippel. That 
“administrative manager’ has had a 
sorry time of it since he first became part 
of the Directorial staff of the Metropoli- 
tan Opera House. At the time he was ap- 
pointed Signor Gatti-Casazza had already 
been chosen by W. Kk. Vanderbilt as the 
successor to Heinrich Conried.-Mr, Van- 
derbilt's candidate was warmly espoused 
by some of the @&her members of the 
board, but Mr. Dippel had so many 
friends that his candidacy could not be 
entirely disregarded. As a result a com- 
promise was effected whereby both men 
were appointed. It was thought at the 
time that this was to be a joint Director- 
ate. Subsequent events showed, however, 
that the balance of power lay with Sig- 
nor Gatti-Casazza. 

Since these two have had control, more 
or less unequally, of the affairs of the 
Metropolitan Opera House, the internal 
bickerings of the theatre have made life 
very unpleasant for everybody concerned, 
have caused a greater number of cliques 
than usual among the artists in the thea- 
tre, and, incidentally, have cost the Di- 
rectors of the institution a great deal of 
money. 


Dippe! Favored Road Totrs. 


It has been laid to Mr. Dippel’s charge 
that he was responsible for the road 
tours of the company, and the perform- 
ances at The New Theatre, both of which 
have been conducted at a 
Neither of these charges is | 
literally true. Mr. Dippel, to be sure, | 


favored the road tour scheme. He 
thought in the first place that it would 
enable the Metropolitan to put into use 
many artists who were being paid for 
performances which they could not ap- 
pear in; he also Considered it an excel- 
lent strategem in the battle with Mr. 
Hammerstein. ; 

The event proved that the ‘road’ 
would not be satisfied with performances 
in which Mr. Caruso was not Included. 
Vast sums of money were spent in trans- 
portation and small sums were taken in 
at the box offices. Mr. Hammerstein. 
who had announced that he was to build 
opera houses here, there, and every- 
where, later announced that he had made 
these early announcements only to lead 
the Metropolitan into committing itself 
to a similar policy. The worst feature of 
the road tour, toward which policy it must 
be said, Mr. Gatti-Casazza has beén op- 
posed from the first, has been that whilé 
some singers are always out of town 
some “‘ off-nights’’ are necessary in New 
York. Neither have singers been avail- 
able for rehearsals. 

But if Mr. Dippe! favored and advised 
this policy he was in no way responsible, 
of course. for its execution. That lay 
entirely in the hands of the Kxccutive 
Committee of the Board of Directors. who 
seem to have given the matter their ap- 
proval. Nor can opera in The New Thea- 
tre be blamed to Mr. Dippel’s account. He 
was put in charge of the performances to 
be given there. So far he has been re- 
sponsible. It must be said that he has 
been most catholic in his administration 
of The New Theatre's répertoire of op- 
eras, which has included everything from 
performances of ‘‘La Bohéme” and 
‘TL, Attaque du Moulin” to ‘Tl Maestro 
di Cappella.’ However, until to-night, 
when Paviowa dances there, there has not 
been one sold-out house. 


~ Joint Directorate a Fatlure. 


The fact of the matter is simply this: 
Mr. Dippel’s contract runs out. Mr. Gat- 
ti-Casazza’s has another year to run. The 
joint directorate has not been a@ success. 


Ergo the simple thing to do is to get rid 
of one director. That is one way of look- 
ing at it. But there is another. 

Since the espousal of Signor Gatti-Ca- 
sazza’s candidacy by a prominent box 
holder and the compromise of r. Dip- 
pel’s entrance in the managershYp, the 
former tenor has not been looked upon 
with friendly eyes by a considerable num- 
ber of the Board of Directors, who have 
openly wished to ‘,Italianize’’ the thea- 


great loss. 


tre. 

The sentiment of this party is to be 
mainly observed on Monday nights, which 
until recently have been sacred to Italian 
and French opera. Recently there have 
been some Wagner performances on these 
nights, but these have usually beén con- 
ducted by Toscanini, who has become a 
favorite with the fashionable Menday 
night box holders. 

It is not to be supposed for a moment 
that Wagner will be dropped from next 
year’s répertoire as a result of the de- 

arture of Andreas Dippel. While .the 

etropulitan Directors are willing to put 
up large sums of money they are also will- 
ing to take in largé amounts at. the door. 
Wagner performances cost comparatively 
little, and they draw well. The perform- 
ance of ‘ Parsifal’’ on Washington's 
Birthday was one of .the few occasions 
this season whgn this theatre has been 
completely sold out. 

There is also Mr. Hammerstein to recik- 
on with. It is not to be supposed for a 
moment. that that impresario would al- 
low the chance to slip through his fin- 
gers to give German music dramas if 
they were not given at the Metropolitan. 
Richard Wagner is dead and his publishers 
cun demand no royalties. Scene painters 
are easily procurable and hg’ = = sing- 
ers would not be difficult to obtain, espe- 
cially if the Metropolitan gave up its Ger- 
man singers. | 

Also it is to be observed that Alfred 
Hertz is engaged at this theatre for an- 
other season, in spite of the departure of 
Mr. Dippel, and it cannot be_ supposed 
that he will be used only to conduct “ Fra 
Diavolo.”” And, lastly, Arturo Toscanini 
has often expressed himself as more de- 
sirous of conducting Wagner than any 
other composer. 


Incompetent Singers to Fore. 


However, to a certain band of opera 
enthusiasts, who have the best interests 
of this instNution at heart, the, present 
signs, which have made themselves visi- 
ble several times this season, are not 
favorable to the giving of opera on the 
highest artistic plane. There has been a 
tendency to put inefficlent, and in: fact 
totally incompetent, singers to the fore, 
sometimes for one reason, sometimes for 
another. 

Never in the history of the Opera House 
has the hand of the patroness been so 
clearly visible. If one asks why certain 
things are done, it is only necessary to 
observe the preferences of the Monday- 
night boxholders. ‘The Italian manage- 
ment has been established by this particu- 
lar faction in opera politics. It ts nat- 
urally interested in pleasing it: There 
have already been signs, as has been 

ointed out, that the pleasing of the fash- 
onable Monday nighters would be detri- 
mental to the better interests of opera in 
New York. It remains Ao be seen next 
season, when the Italian party, with its 
strong backers, is entirely in power, what 
the result will be... “ 

There is no reason to suppose that if 
Signor Gatti-Casazza’s contract had run 
out this year and Mr. Dippel’s had had 
another year to run that Mr. Pippel 
would have been allowed to remain sole 
director. There are too many forces in 
the Board of Directors opposed to Mr. 
Dippel to allow of such @ possibility. The 
compromises, in fact, have always been 
by . Mr.. Dippel’s friends on the 
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Mifiation were reversed it, would 
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that both directors could ‘go. Why has! 


not that detision been arrived at now? 
There are two answers to this question— 
first, the favor in which the present man- 
ager is held by the influential Monday 
nighters, and, second, the presence of 
Toscanini, who only remains in the Met- 
ropolitan while Mr, Gatti-Casazza is man- 
ager there. 


RUSSIAN SYMPHONY CONCERT. 


Mischa Elman Plays a New Concerto 
by Glazunow. 


The Russian Symphony Society gave its 
fifth and last subscription concert of the 
season last evening in Carnegfe Hall. A 
new concerto by Glazunow, played by 
Mischa Elman, received its first New 
York performance on this occasion. The 
orchestral music of this composer is well 
known here, and the music of this con- 
certo is in no new style. It is written 
with the facility and the melodic charm 
which characterizes most of Glazunow’'s 
compositions, and its difficulties are 
almost insurmountable to the performer. 

The violinist announces the first theme 
directly and thereafter he is given no 
crance to rest, At the beginning of the 
second movement Glazunow has allotted 
figurations to the solo violin, which are 
original and striking in effect, while the 
orchestra plays the theme. The third 
movement is brilliant and bristling with 
difficulties. There is one long staccato 
passage in one note. which Mr. Elman 
played with beau:iful effect. The con- 
certo is not long, and will doubtless serve 
to vary the concert répertoire now and 
then when a violinist with a splendid 
technique can be found to play it. 

Technique Mr. Elman ossesses in 
plenty, and his tone last night was beau- 
tiful in quality, when it was not marred 

y mannerisms and occasional exaggera- 
tions of style. The violinist was recalled 
until he played a ‘‘serenade melancgl- 
ique”’’ of Tschaikowsky with orchestral

MARGUERITA SYLVA ENJOINED, 


Court Holds Singer’s Contract with 
Hammerstein Is Binding. 














Justice Gerard in the Supreme Court 
granted an injunction yesterday restrain- 
ing Marguerita Sylva from singing under 
the management of anvone but Oscar 
Hammerstein. The court upheld a con- 
tract made July 1, 1909, in Paris, although 
Mme. Sylva pleaded that the contract 
was invalid because it had not been signed 
by her husband as required by French 
law, under which her counsel sought to 
bring it.

grand opera season, and $250 a week for 
twenty weeks more in any opera house 
Mr. ammerstein might designate, The 
quarrel between Mme. Sylva and Ham- 
merstein arose over her wen a blonde 
wig in the part of Nedda in “ Pagiiacci.”’ 
She then entered into an agreement with 
Manager Russell, and has since been 
singing for him. : 
The injunction as it now stands is a 
permanent restraint against Sylva'’s 
singing under any other management un- 
til the expiration of the contract period.

HAMMERSTEIN LOSS 


Philadelphia Banker to Make Up 
Deficit for the Rest of This 
Opera Season. 








GUARANTEE MAY BE GIVEN 





Accounts Shown to Committee, Which 
Considers Plan to Keep Opera 
House Open Next Season. 
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Special to The New York Times. 3 

PHILADELPHIA, March 3.—E. T. 
Stotesbury has again come to the aid of 
Oscar Hammerstein. He has promised to 
make up personally ‘any deficit for the 
rest of thé season at the Philadelphia 
Opera House and is interesting himself 
in providing a guarantee for next season. 
This was made known in a statement 
made by Mr. Hammerstein during a visit 
to this city this afterhoon. 

Regarding Mr. Stotesbury’s offer, Mr. 
Hammerstein quotes him as saying: 
‘‘Philadelphia must be grateful to Mr. 
Hammerstein for what he has done; he 
must not be allowed to losé a dollar.’ Let 
his treasurer call at my office every Sat- 
urday up to the end of the season and 
give me the amount of the deficit in- 
curred for the week, and I will pay the 
sameé out of my ecwn pocket.” 

Mr. Hammerstein goes on to say: 

** And he forthwith ordered his cashier 
to follow his instructions. Verily, Phila- 
delphia can be proud of such a citizen.”’ 

That part “of the statement regarding 
the guarantee leaves the subjéct still 
open, but shows that powerful financial 
interests are at work. 

‘“ Barly in the season,’’ says Mr. Ham- 
merstein, ‘‘I announced that unless I 
obtained an adéquate guarantee for my 
performances I would discontinue and 
devote my hoyse to other purposes. For 
the decisive way in which ! made the an- 
nouncement I was severely criticised, 
many probably thought that the attend- 
ance of iast vear had been such -that it 
alloweqd me to enjoy the sensation of 
wading kneed deep in money and that 
my asking for a guarantee was attrib- 
uted to my eccentricity of mind, Doubts 
were expressed as to whether I had a 
mind left. | 

‘‘Tam going to dispel every doubt on 
the subject. ‘The original cost of the 
Philadelphia Opera House exceeded $1,- 
250,000. KE. T. Stotesbury holds a mort- 
gage to the amount of $400,000. 1 fur- 
nished indisputable evidence and ceér- 
tificates as to the correctness of ihe 
cost. Subsequent alterations and im- 
provements amounted to between $80,000 
and $100,000. 

‘‘A preliminary meeting between the 
Box Committee, consisting of Messrs. 
Stotesbury, Cassatt, and Leaming and 
myself, took place several weeks ago. 
The object was an investigatior® as to 
whether I was entitled to a guarantce, 
an dif so what means should be adopted 
to secure the same. ‘ 

‘In order to leave *no scintilla of a 
doubt in their minds as to the justice of 
my position the treasurer of my Manhat- 
tan Opera House, Mr. Andrews, and the 
treasurer of the Philadelphia Opera 
House, Mr. Carpenter, made a compila- 
tion of items with books and vouchers

“From this® statement in writing, ac- 
companied by evéry evidence necessary, 
and subject to further most scrutinous 
examination, it was seen that the first 
season's business barely covered expenses 
and without a dollar's compensation for 
my own investment of nearly $1,000,000, 
without a dollar interest on the mort- 
gages, taxes, and insurance; without a 
dolfar for .the investment of scenery 
and costumes, the wear and tear of the 
same: without a dollar as compensation 
for my own personal services.

00 below last vear’s receipts, and in all 

robability would reach a deficit of over 

100,000 by the end of the season. 

“So therefore, my somewhat pointed 
address to the public at the beginning of 
the season, when I criticised the subject 
of a guarantee of $75,000 to another opera 
organization giving opera nearly twice a 
week, should not have been taken for an 
aberration of mind, but for expression of 
the feclings of a man whose efforts de- 
served gratitude, not antagonism. The 
deficit of this year I attribute to ‘too 
much opera’ for Philadelphia and the aid 
in shape of @ guarantee to a competitive 
rganization.

Her 
brother went down to talk with him, and 
while he was gone the girl hurriedly col- 
lected some of her clothing and made her 
way out. of the house by the roof. She 
met Erbsland in the street and went off 
with him, 

Three weeks later, the girl admitted, 
she wrote and asked her parents to take 
her home till Ebersland could get to- 
gether enough money to support her. Her 

arents consented, and she returned home 

ast Sunday. On Monday, however, she 
forgot her promise to “ be good,” she 
said, and set out on another pillaging 
expedition with Mary Sehadaua. he 
store detective was made suspicious by 
their actions, and followed them to a 
pawnshop in Third Avenue. He pretend- 
ed to want to pawn his own watch; and 
kept his eye on the girls. They produced 
several pieces of jewelry, he told the 
Magistrate, and slipped off price tags 
before they offered them to the clerk. 
The detective picked up several of the 
tags when the irls were gone, and 
recognized them, he says, as the price 
marks of certain downtown stores. 

He: hurried after the girls, and saw 
them stop and speak to a man’ outside 
Keith & Proctor’s Theatre Fifty-eighth 
Street and Third Awenue. hey went in 
together, and the detective telephoned to 
Police Headquarters for assistance. De- 
tectives Fitzpatrick and Kahn were sent 
up, and saw the girls leave the theatre 
by one door and the man by another 
when the show was over. The man joined 
them again outside, and all three were 
placed under arrest. 

The man gave his name as Joseph Cala 
of 210 Fast. Fifty-ninth Street. He de- 
clared that he had never met the gir is 
till they met him and offered to “ blow” 
him to the show. Some jewelry he wore 
he said the girls had given to him, assur- 
ing him that they had bought it. The 
girls maintained that it was Cala who 
had accosted them and asked them to 
buy him a ticket, and that he had de- 
manded some of.the jewelry from them 
after they had told him it was stolen. 

The girls were remanded to the Chil- 
dren’s Society, and will be arraigned to- 
day on charges of grand larceny in ti 
Children’ s Court. Erbsland, who was ar- 
rested on Wednesday, was held.in $1,000 
bail on the charge of the Pokorney girl. 
Cala was discharged on the ground that 
there was no evidence against him. 

The police say that they expect to make 
other arrests in the case.

SUGAR TRUST IN CONTEMPT. 


So Says the Federal Grand Jury When 
it Withholds Books and Records. 


._The Federal] Grand Jury filed a present- 
ment before Judge Hand in the United 
Staies Circuit Court yesterday declaring 
that the American Sugar Refining Com- 
pany was in contempt for failing to pro- 
duce cerzain books and papers called for 
by the Grand Jury in its pending inquiry 
under the Sherman anti-trust act. 

This inquiry extends to the general busi- 
ness Of tne Sugar Trust, as to whether it 
is and has been conducted in restraint of 
trade. The trust and its Directors are 
now under indictment for restraint of 
trade based on the $1,250,000 loan made 
tiirough Gustav Kissel to Adolph Segal™ 
by which in December, 1903, the Pennsyl- 
vania Sugar Refining Company was put 
eut of business 

The investigation which resulted in the 
presentment returned yesterday has been 
going en for several months under the 
direction of United States Attorney Wise. 
That it goes into the innermost secrets 
of the trust’s affairs was shown by the 
fact that the documents which the trust 
was called upon to produce and failed to 
bring forward include contracts with vari- 
ous sugar producers and railroads run- 
ning back to 1895, and the mortgage to 
the Central Trust Company under which 
in 1891 $10,000,000 in bonds were issued 
by the trust. 

Other documents called for were con- 
fracts between the American and its 
constituent companies by which the trust 
guaranteed the debts of the constituents, 
the leases under which several of its 
plants are operated, an agreement of 
18S7 with John D. Spreckels for the ac- 


quisition of certain beet sugar plants, and 
a wide variety of others, comprising “ all 
agreements or othe: instruments made by 
or to the American Sugar Refining Com- 
pany or any officer thereof with any oth- 
er person or corporation ”’ concerning the 
surchnase by the trust of stock in forty- 
four corporations.

MUTUALIZING THE EQUITABLE. 


Morgan Plan Said to Have Been Nearly 
Complete When He Sailed. 


Tt was learned yesterday that before 
his departure for Europe last week J. P. 
Morzan and his associates had almost 
completed the details of the plan by 
which the controlling stock of the Equit- 
able Life Assurance Society, recently 


purchased by him, is to be removed from 
future danger of Wall Street influence. 

As announced in THe Times, when Mr. 
Morgan's purchase of the majority shares 
of the Equitable became known last No- 
vember, it is his intention to place the 
stock of the company in a position as 
will remove it forever from such danger 
of outside control as obtained before the 
insurance investigation. The terms of 
George Westinghouse and Morgan J. 
O'Brien, the surviving Trustees of the 
three who took control of the society 
when James Hazen Hyde retired, expire 
in June. 

Ever since the conference with State 
Superintendent of Insurance Hitchcock, 
told in THE Times last December, Mr. 
Morgan has been at work on the details 
of his plan to mutualize the company. 
In these conferences Gov. Hughes, who 
as counsel for the Legislative Committee 
which investigated the insurance scan- 
dals became thoroughly familiar with the 
insurance situation, was kept constantly 
in touch with Mr. Morgan’s plan.

ALBANY, March 3.—Gov. Hughes would 
make no statement to-night on the .pro- 
posed plan to mutualize the Equitable 
Life Assurance Society, and the confer-

CARRIES OUT MURDER THREAT 


Beusemo, Once Disarmed, Kills Woman 
He Lived With. 


Tenants of the tenement house at 903 
Sixth Avenue have been frequently dis- 
turbed by the quarrels of thirty-two-year- 
old Margaret Rozier and twenty-eight- 
year-old Albert Beusemo, who have lived 
together in a flat on the second floor 
for the last eight months. 

Beusemo chased the woman down into 
the apartment of Mrs. D. Gilding, the 
janitress, in the cellar, about four months 
ago. Mrs. Gilding, who is plucky, took 


away a .82-calibre revolver which he was 
flourishing. Unfortunately, she believed 
his promise that he would not harm the 
Rozier woman any more, and gave the 
weapon back to him after keeping it five 
weeks. 

While those in the tenement were get- 
ting ready to go to work yesterday morn- 
ing four pistol shots came from the sec- 
ond-floor flat, and the Rozier woman ran 
up to the flat of Mrs. Anna Lucas. She 
was screaming, ‘‘My husband has shot 
me!’’ she having passed in the place for 
Beusemo's wife. She had been shot three 
times, once behind the right ear, once in’ 
front of the right ‘ear, and once in the 
left arm. Mrs. Lucas called an ambu- 
lance from Flower Hospital, and the wo- 
man was taken there dying. 

While all this was happening Beusemo 
was seen to run out of the second-floor 
fiat dressed only in his trousers and un- 
derclothes, and bleeding from a bullet 
wound in the mouth. He disappeared long 
enough to borrow a hat and overcoat. 
Then he went over to the West Thirtieth 
Street Police Station, and told Lieut. 
Walsh that he had shot his wife. He was 
taken over to the Flower Hospital. After 
identifying him. as her assailant, the Ro- 
zier woman died. Beusemo was locked up.
